Rancho Santiago College's 
flexible schedule program is one 
of the major reasons that the 
school was awarded the 
Outstanding Program Award For 
Staff Development for the 1984- 
1985 school year. 

The award is given by the 
National Council of Staff, 
Program and Organizational 
Development. 


“This is a classic example of 


teamwork,” said Betty Mills, dean 
of instructional services. “It is a 
result of every.employee group on 
campus working together. It is 
really an institution-wide effort.” 

The “flex” schedule option 
allows community colleges to use 
up to I5 days per year for the 
purpose of staff development 
rather than as required class 
meeting days. RSC_ has been 
using the flex schedule since 1983 

“We have one of the bigger. 
better flex programs,” said Mills. 

RSC chose to use 13 of its 175 
mandatory in-session days as staff 
development days for the 1985- 
1986 school year. 

RSC’s staff workshops also sets 
the school above other 
community colleges. The 
seminars range from “Earthquake 
Planning Scenario For Santa 
Ana College” to “Self-defense for 
staff.” From “Classroom 
Graphics” to “How to Deal With 
Difficult People.” 

Other criteria for the award 
include management develop- 
ment programs, sabbatical leave 
programs, and classified staft 
development programs.

since he was 10 years old. It isn’t 
a dream anymore. 

Only two weeks after moving 
to California, Eddie answered a 
classified ad and found himself 
enrolled in the United Stunt 
Academy. Upon graduation he 
became a member of the 
Federation of International 
Stunt Technicians. 

What Eddie learned in six 
weeks is just about every stunt in

the book. He learned 
fighting. But not in the true sense 
of the word “fight” because they 
never actually hit each other.

One learns to give and recieve 
punches and kicks without ever 
getting bruised or scratched. 

He learned partial body burns. 
The burn is done by 
powdering the skin to reduce 
moisture. Then a layer of 
clothing, a towel and a layer of 
aluminun is applied. This creates 
an insulation against the heat. 
But the trick is something called 
pyro-gel, which is applied over 
the part of the body to be burned. 
These body burns last for about 
30 to 40 seconds. 

Among other Eddie 
learned were repelling down 80- 
foot cliffs and falling 20 feet into 
a foam pit. = 

What the future holds for 
Eddie Portoghese is unknown. 
But he says to keep your ears 
open for the name “Eddie Fast.”

Their destination will be community colleges at Miami and 
Jacksonville, and will cost Rancho Santiago an estimated $20,000.

El Don believes that, although judgement cannot be passed until 
the tour returns, this excursion should be questioned and 
scrutinized closely. 

Is a week long, cross-country trip necesary when comparable 
systems can be observed with out having to cross state boundaries?
